“Tl know—I am positive that it 
wasn't his fault; that he didn't in- 
sult any woman,” sobbed Mrs. Dig- 
gins at her home, 1440 Gordon street, 
Hollywood. “Above everything else 
Eddie was a gentleman and always a 
gentleman in the presence of women. 

“He never could stand to hear 
anybody; even his family, talk about 
anybody else and he always was the 
first one to defend a woman. He 
wanted me to go with him Friday 
night when he attended the boxing 
matches at the Hollywood Stadium, 
but I don't care for them and decided 
not to go. 

“He said he would be home early 
but—he never got back. Oh, I know 
it couldn't have been his fault and 
all I want to do 16 to be of any help 
to his memory, to see that his name 
will not be ground under because of 
all this.”

Boston Siege Gun Plays Best When Heavy Going Bothers 
Opponents; Long Carry Secret of | 
Successful Play 


Upstate Golfers

Bobby Jones is a great player in 
all sorts of conditions, but, by a 
slight margin, a poll of amateurs 
shows thet Jesse Guilford is rated 
king of them all when it comes to 
playing golf in rainy weather, over a 
wet, soggy course. 

It is a fact that a very large pro- 
portion of the championships that 
have come to the Boston Siege Gun 
were won under most unpropitious 
weather conditions. : 

Guilford’s success on mushy 
courses is partly due to his tempera- 
ment. 

“Once you've gotten soaked, you 
can't get any wetter,” he says, “so 
why let your game be affected?” 

In greater degree, his success is to 
be attributed to the kind of ball he 
hits. He not only smashes a long 
ball, but a high one, with a long 
carry. He does not depend on roll 
for distance. 

“For,” he very justly exp 
“there are no bunkers in the air.” 


FIRST CHAMPIONSHIP 

Tt is now seventeen years since 
Jesse won his first tournament. In 
the summier of 1910 he journeyed up 
to Manchester, N. H., to take part in 
the New Hampshire State amateur 
champtonship. 

Little attention was paid to Jesse. 
He was only a kid of 14 of whom 
nothing was known. But he suc- 
ceeded in qualifying and as the 
rounds progressed the older players 
began studying him. The husky lad 
kept toppling his opponents. 

Rain fell throughout the tourna- 
ment. But it didn’t bother Jesse. 
He fought his way to the finals and 
efter a terrific struggle conquered 
Clif Base on the first extra hole. It 
was a wet and bedracgled champion- 


ship that he took home to Boston, 


but it was a championship. He won 
it again in 1912, 1913, 1914 and 1917. 
One of Guilford’s wet cham- 
pionships was won in the Mas<a- 
chusetts State open of 1919. That 
was notable, because the con- 
testants included Walter Hagen, 
Mike Brady. Tommy McNamarn, 
Tommy Kerrigan, the late Louis 
Tellier, Burt Nicoll, John Cowan 
and a number of other star pro- 
fessionals. 
Guilford, then only 23, won with 
score of 303, but rain fell for the 
entire seventy-two holes.

The privileges in many of the pub- 
lic libraries are more like those of 
the Boston Athenaeum than any- 
thing else. People go right to the 
shelves to take down their book. Each 
card holder can take six and keep 
them, unless especially marked, un- 
til somebody else wants them.

. All the 
focal highways of Southern California 
are definitely established as boule- 
vards, and a vehicle approaching 
them must come to a dead stop, even 
if no other motor car is in sight. The 
taxicab drivers respect this rule. The 
law is @nforced, and it allows won- 
derful spec and safety on the boule- 
vards. We tried it on the Newbury- 
port turnpike, but drivers did not 
sufficiently understand it, and they 
were without any comprehensive ap- 
plication cf the principle. It has its 
defects, but by and large is a won- 
derful advantage. 

The system of signals is much more 


Not the least of 
reasons for this is that in the closed 
car the window at the left-hand side 
of the criver may be kept continu- 
ously wide open. In this climate there 
are times when there is a temptation 
to raise it. But the signaling there 
is definitely established, and every- 
body adheres to it. Those “Stop” and 
“Go” signals on the street crossings 
of even the small cities are a wonder- 
ful advartage. No one needs longer 
to question what will give us order. 
The problem has been answered in 
Southern California. Compel our 
public to stand for such regulation 
as the people stand for there, and 
the problem will be as nearly solved 
as human agencies can made it. 

In highways, in the beauty of public 
buildings of all sorts, including 
school nouses, libraries, public gym- 
pasiums, swimming pools, etc., 
Southern California exhibits a lav- 
ishness of public expenditures that 
makes our region appear unduly con- 
servative And all this region has 
grown up in the last half-century. It 
is no wonder its people are proud of 
it. As one sees the long sleeping-car 
trains pulling out of Los Angeles for 
San Francisco, six trains starting 
from each city between 6 and 9 in 
the evening, besides the day trains— 
and refiec’s that within the lifetime 
of men who still call themselves mid- 
dle-aged, there was just one train in 
the twenty-four hours between the 
two cities—one, cannot but be over- 
whelmed dy the spectacle of progress 
and growth.

Dear Mr. Clark: Referring to cor- 
respondence between yourself and 
Mr. Storey, president of the A.

1927, relative to the desire of some to 
have a union railroad station b:1ilt 
by the railroads of Los Angeles at 
the Plaza. A part of one paragraph 
of your letter reads as follows: 

“Mr. Pontius reiterated that he rep- 
resented all the railroads in opposi- 
tion to the union station plars, and 
particularly the Plaza site, ard he 
was so sure of the outcome thet he 
repeatedly said: We will leave it to 
a vote of the people,’ speaking for 
all the railroads.” 

This is not a statement of fact, and 
at no time during the period that 
the railroad side of this question was 
being placed before the public did I 
privately or publicly state that the 
railroads “will leave it to a vote of 
the people.”

Migratory Bird 
Bill to Provide 


Sanctuary Here 


Migratory birds of the Pacific Coast 
are to be given a safe game refuge | 
if a bill now before the Legislature 
sponsored by the Conservation Asso- 
ciation of Southern California be- 
comes a law. Ralph W. Clock of Long 
Beach, fish and garne commissioner, 
is said to be decidedly in favor of 
this bill and also favors a change 
in the present deer season making 
the open month from November 20 
to December 20. 

Deer hunters will not have to suf- 
fer inconvenience and need fear no 
curtailment to their hunting pro- 
gram if this bill becomes a law, says 
Commissioner Clock. He also declares 
the duck hunters will gain by the 
proposed changes in the bag limits 
and by the bill providing or permit- 
ting the duck clubs of Southern Cal- 
ifornia to dig wells and provide pools 
for the migatory birds which can 
thus be saved from the machine- 
gun hunters of Mexico who slaughter 
these birds ruthlessly.

about the event. May 20, 1854, 
Mayor Foster was appointed the 
first superintendent of Los An 
geles public schools and three 
members of the City Council<- 
Manuel Requena, Francis Melle 
and W. T. B. Sanford—weré com 
stituted the first Board of Educa- 
tion, while G. W. Cole was ap 
pointed first school marshal. 
Early in 1955 the city’s first 
public school building was com- 
pleted at the northwest corner of 
South Spring and Second streets, 
where the Bryson Block is locat 
ed, and school sessions were 
commenced in it March 19 of that 
year, This building was of brick 
and two stories in height, with 
one room to each story. Ht cost 
about $6000 and its location was 
considered decidedly suburban, 
the center of population being 
around the Plaza. William A. 
Wallace, a botanist, who had 
come to study California flora, 
was the first principal and taught 
the boys, while Miss Lousia 
Hayes taught the girls.. At the 
time there were about 780 chil- 
dren in the city, but the attend- 
ance at this school averaged 


around fifty-two, largely consist - 


ing of American young ones. 

“Pancake Hill,” now the site of 
the County Courthouse, was where 
the city high school stood, being 
erected there in 1872. It was an 
eight-room, two-story structure 
costing about $20,000. After some 
years of use as a high school 
this building was removed te 
Sand (later named California) 
street and used for grade-school 
purposes. M. Kremer, H. D. Bar 
rows, W. H. Workman, Col. 
George H. Smith and William 
Pridham—names of significance 
ta old-timers — composed the build- 
ing committee for the school. 
Prof. A. G. Brown was the first 
principal. Many men now prom’ 
nent in the business and profes 
sional life of the city were among 
the first graduates on “Pancake 
Hill.” 

The first collegiate institution 
founded in Los Angeles was St. 
Vincent's College, established by 
the fathers of the St. Vincent de 
Paul Mission, August 10, 1865. It 
was the outgrowth of a meeting 
of representative people called in 
that year by Bishop Amat with 
a view of considering the launch 
ing of a Roman Catholic college 
in the city. The meeting was at 
tended by persons of various re 
ligious faiths and a committee 
appointed to raise funds that 
would assist in carrying out the 
enterprise. The first quarters 
were in the upper story of a build- 
ing just east of the Plaza. This 
building still stands. The cur 
riculum in the beginning provid 
ed for grammar-school grades 
and a business course, and about 
forty pupils attended. Among the 
attendants was Hon. R. F. def 
Valle, president of the Los Am 
geles Board of Public Service.

SHOP AND THE STAGE 

In the theatrical industry the closed 
shop runs true to name. It not only has 
closed a fruitful avenue of rewarded effort 
to the free worker—and this includes both 
white collar and shirt sleeves— but it threat- 
ens to slam the door shut entirely for actor 
and audience alike. ag 


The actors’ union was formed in 1924 
and proceeded to squeeze the life out of 
the dramatic profession by ever more e- 
orbitant and restrictive demands. Manag- 
ers and producers found it more hopeless 
every year, under the growing impositions 
of the mechanical departments, to run their 
playhouses as going concerns. 


Except in a few large cities the spoken 
drama in America is extinct. Los Angeles 
is one of the conspicuous exceptions. New 
York is making a last stand against the dis- 
abilittes of being under labor-union inter- 
ferences. Outside New York 75 per cent 
of the legitimate theaters have permanently 
closed their doors. This condition is not 
due to the competition of the motion pic- 
ture. It started from the day the actors’ 
union was able to enforce the closed shop 
and kill the freedom of the stage. 

In the year before the actors’ union began 
operations George M. Cohan had an actors’ 
payroll of $1,200,000. This season he is 


© | represented by two small dramatic produc- 


tions. Sam Harris has discontinued his 
Music Box spectacle because of prohibitive 
costs. Last week the Dramatists’ Theater, 
Inc., formed three years ago by distin- 
guished playwrights, abandoned production. 


„The net results to date of the disastrous 


rule of the actors’ union is that 16,968 mem- 
bers of the profession and its helpers are 
now out of work. 


A New York theatrical journal cites some 
iMuminating instances of how the closed 
shop stifies the stage. 

In the course of a case before the courts 
it came out that the leader of a musicians’ 
union was receiving $20,000 a year. He 
had previously resigned from the steve- 
dores’ union and had had to learn to play 
the drum to qualify for his new position. 
The cost of maintaining this obviously in- 
competent came finally. of course, out of 
the pocket of the theater-goer. , 

Labor leaders dictate the number of bill. 
posters, stage hands, carpenters, electri- 
clans, musicians to be employed. Two men 
are required at $75 a week each to raise a 
curtain though it operates by touching a 


‘| button. The cost of changing one small 


set is $1200 a week. An ordinary living- 
room electric lamp used in one scene re- 
quires the employment of a special elec- 
triclan at $75 a week. It was estimated in 
a Boston theater recently that it cost $88 
to move a piano from the pit to the stage. 
Every company is forced to employ 60 per 
cent more mechanics than are necessary. 
The closed shop is not only depriving the 
amusement seeker of the enjoyment of the 
spoken drama, but narrowing the opportu- 
nities for expression of ambitious young 
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American artists in the dramatic field. It

There 
were forty-four individuals; twen- 
ty-three of them children. Eth- 
nologically, they were very much 
mixed. In the party, there were 
a couple of Spaniards, the re- 
mainder of the family heads be- 
ing Indians, or of doubtful origin, 
with the children representing a 
liberal blend. They did not 
measure up numerically or per- 
sonally, to the standard De Neve 
had set, but were, apparently, the 
best our earliest immigration 
agent could gather, so the enter- 
prising Governor started his com- 
munal structure with them. Their 
names could be given, but would 
mean nothing to the reader, for 
while they had descendarts, the 
latter, unlike the progeny of the 
“first families” of Boston, New 
York and Baltimore, are not dis- 
cernible now. They were humble, 
illiterate people, not one being 
able to read or write, but most of 
them industrious and they were 
soon under rude roofs and either 
tilling the lands allotted or ply- 
ing such trades as they knew. 
The first dwellings were con- 
structed of slender stakes, poles 
and tule thatches, the latter being 
used for roofing and being held 
together by mud. In a year or 
so these preliminary structures 
were succeeded by adobe houses. 

Of such was the corner-stone 
in the foundation of the city that 
today challenges the admiring at- 
tention of the world. 


Aliso street began the street 
system of Los Angeles, being the 
first defined thoroughfare. It 
connected with the road which 
led from San Gabriel Mission. 
By it, probably an unnamed trail 
at the time, there came into the 
pueblo site September 4, 1781, led 
by Gov. De Neve, the solemn pro- 
cession of padres, soldiers and 
pobladores, the settlers, to con- 
duct the ceremonies of founding 
the City of Our Lady, the Queen 
of the Angels. Alisc and Spring 
are the only two of the earliest 
streets yet existing. The last- 
named thoroughfare, however, 
does not take the route it origin- 
ally had south of what is now 
known as First street. At the 
latter point, the street struck off 
southwesterly, skirting the hill 
land west of the present Hill 


street until it got to where Ninth 


runs now and then ran west and 
north to Cahuenga Pass. Thus, 
these two streets constituted 


easterly and westerly ways into 


and out of the town. 

There was no local survey un- 
til August, 1849, When Gen. Ma- 
son, military commander of Cali- 
fornia, at the request of citizens, 
sent Lieut. E. O. C. Ord here for 
that task. As compensation for 
the work, Ord was offered $3000 
in cash or his choice of ten of 
any of the building sites and 160 
acres of land within the farming 
area of the public. Ord took the 
cash. The lots and farm land he 
ignored are now worth many mil- 
lions of dollars.

can tribe in Los Angele: was Jo- 
seph Chapman. He came involun- 
tarily, a-prisoner in the custody 
of Spanish soldiers, having been 
one of the crew of a Buenos 
Aires «privateer which had at- 
tacked Monterey, and having, as 
it turned out, the good fortune to 
be captured with two other 
“pirates,” as the Spanish called 
the attackers. Chapman was a 
likable fellow and was soon set 
He was glad to remain and 
soon qualified for the role of the 
town’s most useful citizen. As a, 
boy, he had been apprenticed to 
a Boston shipbuilder and then had 
followed the sea for many years. 


Uneducated, but naturally clever 


and versatile, he could do a lot 
of practical things that needed 
doing. Under his direction, about 
1831, the first sea-going vessel 
constructed in Southern Califor- 
nia was built at San Cabrie] and 
then carted in parts down to San 
Pedro, where it was put together 
again and launched. He married 
into the Ortega family of Santa 
Barbara and was called by the 
natives Jose el Ingles. The first 
water-power grist mill to be op- 
erated successfully in this sec- 
tion he built for the San Gabriel 
Mission fathers. He also super- 
vised the preparation by Indian 
labor of the timbers used in the 
original portion of the old church 
opposite the Plaza and those tim- 
bers are still in service in that 
edifice. 

The Scotchman who got here 
first was James, or Santiago, Mc- 
Kinley, who arrived in 1824 and 
promptly opened a store along the 
American pattern. 

The pioneer German was ma- 
rooned here. He was John Gron- 
ingen, one of the crew of the 
American brig Danube which was 
wrecked in San Pedro Bay, 
Christmas Day of 1828. Gronin- 
gen, whom the native Californians 
more conveniently called Juan 
Domingen, minded not the ma- 
rooning, but married into the 
Feliz family and acquired thus a 
fine vineyard at what is now 
Alameda and First streets. 

Louis Bouchette, arriving in 
1931, was the first Frenchman in 
the pueblo. Soon he became 
possessed of a vineyard on Macy 
street, long known as one of the 
finest hereabouts and descendants 
of his are among our present cit- 
izenry.

Our First-Born 


To John Gregg Nichols belongs 
the honor of being the first child 
born in Los Angeles of full Amer- 
ican parentage. His birth occurred 
April 15, 1851, in the Nichols 
home, then located on what be- 
came later the site of the old 
Courthouse, subsequently the site 


of the Bullard Block and is now 


part of the site of the new City

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Nichols, the father, was elected 
Mayor of the city several times 
during the °50’s. A brother, 
Thomas E. Nichols, was City 


Auditor in the late '90’s, then de- 


came County Auditor and is still 
active in business, locally. John 
Gregg Nichols died about twelve 
years ago in Mexico, where he 
was engaged in mining operations. 
The first three American fam- 
ilies to settle permanently in Los 
Angeles

Mallard, the latter the father of 
ex-Councilman Mallard. 


An Indian for Mayor 


The initial local government 
was that of an Alcalde, or May- 
or, and two regidores, the latter 
with the Alcalde constituting the 
Pueblo Council. The first Al- 
calde was Jose Venegas, one of 
the original settlers, and an In- 
dian. He must have been fairly 
for several years 
after his first term he was chosen 
for another. 

The first Los Angeles election 
after California passed under 
American control was held July 
1, 1850. A. P. Hodges was elect- 
ed Mayor, Francisco Figueroa, 
Treasurer; A. F. Coronel, Assess- 
or, and Samuel Whitney, City 
Marshal. Hodges also served con- 
currently as the first County 
Coroner. This was the year of 
the first Federal census, the pop- 
ulation being fixed by it at 1610, 
almost half of what it would have 
been but for a wild mining ex- 
citement in the Kern and Kings 
rivers sections of the San Joaquin 
Valley which had red away 
nearly the entire able-bodied 
male element. 

Councilmanſe troubles began in 
Los Angeles July 8, 1850, when 
the first Common Council went 
into session.

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prominence were Maj. Ben C. 
Truman, W. J. Brodrick, Jacob 
Kuhrts, C. E. Thom, Don Mateo 
Keller, Sidney Lacy and Charles 
E. Miles. The latter became first 
chief of the paid fire department 
when it was established a few 
years later, serving in that capac 
ity from 1876 to 1880. Kuhrts 
also became a chief of the paid 
department. The volunteer fire 
department's equipment for fire 
fighting consisted of a hand- 
drawn, hand-pumped combination 


engine and hose cart, which was 


hauled with much enthusiasm 
and racket to the scene of a 
conflagration. The fire-alarm sys- 
tem was simple and inexpensive, 
being, in effect, a chain of shoot- 
ings. Any person noting a fire 
was supposed to shoot off his 
gun, or pistol (the possession of 
firearms was common;) then 
other persons within hearing of 
these shots were presumed to fol- 
low suit, and so on, until the fact 
of the fire was pretty well shot 
into the public mind and the 
“38's” were aroused to action. 
Effective peace preserving was 
first accomplished in the Amert- 
can era when, in the early 50˙8, a 
volunteer police force of 100 citi- 
zens was organized. A leading 
physician, Dr. A. W. Hope, was 
chief of the body, the roster of 
which read like a blue book of 
the male population. The organ- 
ization was provoked into exist- 
ence by conditions which made 
Los Angeles about the toughest 
town in the State. The problems 
imposed were far too deep for the 
City Marshal and his few dep- 
uties. The first bit of printing 
done by the first newspaper and 
job-printing concern established 
here, the Star printing office; was 
that of 100 ribbon badges for this 
citizens’ police force. These 
badges bore the legend, in both 
Spanish and English, “City Po. 
lice—Authorized by the City 
Council.” Not until 1877 did Los 
Angeles have a paid police de- 
partment—in that year the State 


Legislature authorized the amend-

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ment of the City Charter so as to 
provide for such a department. 
The first Chief of Police was Ja- 
cob T. Jerkins and bis command 
ranged from two to ten men. Los 
Angeles at this time had about 
10,000 people. The local police 
force now exeeeds 2500 men. The 
first quarters of the department 
were in the old Town Building 
which stood at the northwest cor- 
ner of Spring and Franklin (now 
called Court,) which had long 
served as the City and County 
Jail and where the legal hangings 
of the county occurred. This 
was the first publicly owned edi- 
fice. 


“The Traffic Officer” 

To Michael Shannon, a fami- 
liar figure to Angelenos of the 
and °'90’s, belongs the dis- 
tinction of being the city’s first, 
and, for years, only traffic officer., 
It was at the junction of Spring 
and Temple streets, in the early 
90s that Officer Shannon deter- 
mined to ebb the flow of man 
and beast and, like Uncle Sam’s 
marines, when given shore duty, 


no matter how strenuous, he al- 


ways had the “situation well in 
hand.“ No officer similarly em 
gaged since has ever been more 
“on the job.” The intersection 
which he commanded, literally, 
was long known as “Shannon's 
Point.“ Mr. Shannon joined the 
force in 1888, remaining with it 
at least twenty years. He was 
one of the first police pensioners, 
though the pension is probably 
of more sentimental than pecuni- 
ary interest to him. Away back 
in the 80s he acquired some 
Fort street (now Broadway,) 
frontage and he still has it. 
Guiding the Young Idea 
Schooling started in Los Ange- 
les in 1817 when an invalid Span- 
ish soldier was engaged to teach 
at a salary of $140 per year. 
Maximo Pina was his name and 
he taught, rather primitively, 
reading, writing and Christian 
doctrine, the latter being consid- 
ered the more important. He was 
a strict disciplinarian and failure 
to measure up to his requirements 
in doctrinal was punished 
promptly by the application upon 
the bare back of the derelict pu- 
pil of a cat-o’-nine tails made of 
hempen cords with iron terminals. 
Pinä's project lasted less than 
two years. In the two decades 
of Spanish rule there were only 
about two years of schooling. 
The first school under Mexican 
domination was taught by Lu- 
clano Valdez at varying intervals 
between 1827 and 1831, a salary 
of $15 per month being allowed 
him. Under both the Spanish 
and Mexican regimes the teach- 
ers were supposed to charge tui- 
tion fees, except in the instances 
of a stipulated number of pupils, 
which number they were to teach 
free in consideration of the gal- 
aries paid by the pueblo.

‘Senorita Soledad Coronel, who 


taught in the public school pre- 
sided over by her father, Don 
Ygnacio Coronel, from 1838 to 
1844.

tion, while G. W. Cole was ap 
pointed first school marshal. 
Early in 18955 the city’s frst 
public school building was com 
pleted at the northwest corner of 
South Spring and Second s 
where the Bryson Block is locat 
ed, and school sessions were 
commenced in it March 19 of that 
year, This building was of brick 
and two stories in height, with 
one room to each story. It cost 
about $6000 and its location was 
considered decidedly suburban, 
the center of population being 
around the Plaza. William A. 
Wallace, a botanist, who had 
come to study California flora, 
was the first prineipal and taught 
the boys, while Miss Lousia 
Hayes taught the girls. At the 
time there were about 750 chil- 
dren in the city, but the attend- 
ance at this school averaged 


around fifty-two, largely consist? 


ing of American young ones. 
“Pancake Hill,” now the site of 
the County Courthouse, was where 
the city high school stood, being 
erected there in 1872. It was an 
eight-room, two-story structure 
costing about $20,000. After some 
years of use as a high school 
this building was removed te 
named California) 
street and used for grade-school 
purposes.

The first collegiate institution 
founded in Los Angeles was St.

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CREATION OF NEW PARK 
AT LA BREA PITS GIVES 


CITY UNIQUE MONUMENT

HE other day, driving along Wilshire Boulevard, 


I stopped awhile to watch the workmen with | 


their grading teams, creating a new park, a 
park which for centuries to come will be unique among 
the great monuments of the world. 


The last time that Theodore 
Roosevelt came this way, he 
stopped for a few hours only. 
Scientist,.nature lover that he 
was, he spent every moment of 
Bis precious time wandering 
mmong the tar-pits im this little 
corner of the great Rancho La 
Brea. Why did he make this me- 
morable visit to these few acres 
andin reverence tarry in silence 
at this shrine of the ages? 


Yesterday you passed this park | 


fn the making, as you drove along 


the boulevard to your office in 
the big building over vonder, 
Without one thought that here 


spread out before you is disclosed 
the records of an ancient death 


drama. Let us hope that many ot 
us may, in the days to come, stop 


and learn the reason why our mu- 
seum is here developing this 
priceless gift as a Pleistocene 
Park. 

As I stood there by the bub- 
bling pits, my mind went back 


to the great Ice Age that cov- 


efed with glaciér's all of the west- 
ern land except this narrow. strip 
in the southland. Here excessive 
rains made a garden spot, the 


feeding grounds of vast herds of 


giant animals. 
I picked up an oll-soaked bone 


that may have belonged to a 


mastodon that 2000 centuries ago 


fing asphalt. 


What is time as we count it, 
compared with life in that far off 


age? I looked up to the near-by 
mountain range that pierces’ to 
the very heart of our city and 
saw that last month subdividers 
had cut great holes in the high- 


est slopes. as building spots for . 


castles. The ground on which I 
Stood is alluvial wash from floods 
that removed 2000 feet from the 
height of our hills. Just behind 
me hundreds of automobiles, with 
their modern luxury, rolled by— 


the past. 

I was standing on ground that 
had trembled under the giant 
tread of an Imperial elephant and 
the rush of a thundering herd of 
prehistoric bison. Let us count 
the years backward from the year 
1927. Twenty-five thousand years 
for the higher development of 
man; 500,000 years to the begin- 
ming of the last of the geologſe 


periods. Every year was filled 


with life and movement. Think of 
the human skull and bones dug 
from one of these pits—fossil re- 
mains of a woman who lived in 
this Cahuenga Valley 10,000 years 
ago; of the McNab Cypress—an- 
cestor of the Monterey cypress— 
standing upright in another pit in 
the same place in which it was 
Growing 150,000 years ago. 
Phenomenon Described 
Now let us view the story 
of the Hancock Ranch with 
its famous “brea pits,” from 
Which scientists dug a million 
bones of extinct animals that 
lived in the age of “tooth and 
claw.” The Salt Lake oll field 
stretches across the Rancho La 
Brea, between “The Tomb of the 
Giants”: and the Hollywood Hills. 
In the distant geological ages 
there was an upward folding of 
the earth's crust. at this. 


Into the dome thus formed the 
gas forced a pool of oil. The top 
of the fold was broken in places, 
allowing the gas and oil to per- 
meate the upper structure to the 
surface of the ground. In this 
way, a series of crater-like pits 
were formed, filled with oil- 
soaked sand through which, gas 
was intermittently fqrced, bring- 
ing more oil which would slowly 
spread from the center. Through 
evaporation a tar-like substance 
was left, that, mixed with sand, 
formed “brea.” Some of the pools 
were more liquid than others. 
Through this mass great bubbles 
of gas. would rise, bursting with 
loud report. These pools formed 
perfect animal traps, into which 
the mionsters of the Pleistocence 


age plunged to their death. The 
cries of these giant grass eaters | 


brought the flesh eaters from far 
and near, across the Cahuenga 
Valley, as well as from the hills. 
Packs of hungry wolves, lions, 
cats and vultures, fierce and 
large, came toa feast already 
prepared. As the mastodons, 
elephants and camels slowly sank 
through the brea, the sabertooth 
tigers and others of the flesh- 
eaters would devour the flesh 
and scatter the bones. Once a 
foot or a wing was caught in the 
clinging pitch, all would soon be 


over, both for the eaten and the 


eater... Their oil-preserved bones 
would be mixed together by the 


constant churning of the gas 


through the centuries, so that 


few of the parts of the same ani- 
mal would be found together. In 
this way was formed the greatest 


: . storehouse of fossils yet discov- 
sank to its death in the preserv- . 


ered in one place. 
Found by Explorer 


The first mention of these pits 


ot asphalt is found in the diary of 


which flows melted from under- 
neath the ground, could occas 
earthquakes.” From this same 
source we learn that the Indians 
used the pitch for calking their 
canoes, and the brea for fuel. 
Also that when the great gas bub- 
bles rose in these pits, they would 
burst with loud report that could 
be heard for several milesy At 
that time an Indian village was 
located near the pits. 8 

We can imagine the first nine 
families of the Los Angeles pueb- 
lo, 145 years ago, holding a hous- 
ing council around a fire in the 
center of the Plaza. They had 
been ordered by the Governor to 
build substantial houses within 
the first five years of their set- 
tlement. In the beginning they 
followed the Indian style, build- 
ing their houses of tule with dirt 
roofs on which was spread brea 
from the tar pits. The sun would 
melt this brea, forming a roof 
that would shed the rain. After 
much discussion, they decided to 
build with adobe bricks and to 
cover the roof with tar from the 
pits instead of the hardened brea.

way to this coast. W. P. Blake, 
the geologist of the survey, de- 


scribes our tar pits: “There are 


several places in the vicinity of 
Los Angeles where bituminous or 
mineral pitch rises from the 
ground in large quantities. These 
places are known as tar springs 
and some of them form large 
ponds. One of these was passed 
on our way to the city. This 
spring was an overflow of the 
bitumen from a small aperture in 
the ground, around which it has 
spread on all sides, so that it 
covers a space about thirty feet 
in diameter. It formed a smooth, 
hard surface like a pavement; 
but toward the center was quite 
soft like melted pitch. The cen- 
tral portion of the overflow was 
higher than its margin; and it 
was evident that all the hard por- 
tion had risen in a fluid state and 
being constantly mixed with dust 
had all the consistency of an 
artificial mixture.” 


Experiment Fails 

Before 1860 the experiment of 
shipping the asphalt to San Fran- 
cisco for the purpose of distilling 
burning oil from it had been tried 
without success financially. 

In the report of the California 
State Geologist in 1861 we find a 
reference to these tar pits. “The 
brea ig used almost exclusively 
for covering the roofs at Los An- 
geles, selling at the springs for $1 
a barrel. The purchaser collects 
it himself, which is done by dig- 
ging a pit two or three feet deep 
by the side of one of the holes 
from which the tar is issuing and 
letting it fill up. A very large 
amount of the hardened asphalt- 
um is mixed with the bones of 
cattle and birds which have be- 
come entangled in it.” 

The land on which these brea 
pits were found was at first 
claimed by Los Angeles as a part 
of the pueblo lands, Under that 
claim in 1835 a provisional grant 
to the Rancho La Brea was given 
to a Portuguese blacksmith, with 
the proviso that the citizens 
would have a right to gather the 
brea for fuel and for roofing of 
their houses. These lands after 
a few years were sold and resold, 
until finally, with the same pro- 


viso they came into the posses- 


sion of Maj. Henry Hancock, a 
well-known surveyor. Senator 
Cornelius Cole took the matter 
of title before the United States 
Supreme Court where, on proving 
that this ranch was outside of the 
limits of the city and not under 
its jurisdiction, a clear‘ title to 
the land was granted to Maj. 
Hancock, one of the substantial 
citizens of early Los Angeles. As 
a surveyor he made the second 
survey of the city. He was an 
attorney and State Senator, 


finally devoting himself to his 


great cattle and sheep ranch and 
the marketing of the asphalt from 
the pits. After his death in 1883, 
his widow Mme. Ida Hancock, 
with her little family of three, 


moved from the city to the little. 


ranch house nestled in the eu- 


calyptus grove by the side of the 


pits. After carrying heavy bur- 
dens for many years, oil was 
discovered on the ranch bringing 
large fortune to the Hancock

Fossils Identified. 

The next description of the 
work at the brea pits is contained 
in a report in 1875 to the Natural 
History Society of Boston, by 
William Denton. This scientist 
was the first one to recognize 
these bones as fossils of extinct 
animals, although no doubt Maj. 
Hancock had before this decided 
that some of the bones at least 
were not those of ensnared cat- 
tle. “Thousands of tons of this 
brea have been removed for roof- 
ing purposes and combustion, but 
the supply seems inexhaustible. 
Maj. Hancock had about twenty- 
five Chinese at work in digging 
ogo best of it. The material 

conveyed to large open iron 
boilers, where it was boiled for 
twenty-four hours. It was then 
poured into long trenches in the 
ground, broken up and shipped 
to San Francisco for paving pur- 
poses. Maj. Hancock presented 


me with the canine tooth of a 


great sagertooth tiger, measur- 
ing 9% inches in length.” Mr. 
Denton also obtained bones and 
tevth of a fossil horse, otter, seal, 
albatross and other animals 
which he sent to the Boston 
Museum. | 

At that time the asphalt was 
shipped from Santa Monica to 


Santa Barbara and San Francisco 


and sold at $10 per ton, and the 
residue sold in the city for fuel 
at $2 per ton. Pasadena also ob- 
tained paving material for a time 
from this source. 

In extracting the tar from the 
pits, work was made difficult by 
the presence of large bones. As 
their value as fossils was not yet 
recognized, these were piled up 
like cordwood and burned, thus 
destroying bones which if saved 
would have filled 
skeletons that are now incom- 
plete. It is also possible that 


fossils of additional species may 


have been lost forever. 


Value Recognized 


After, the death of Maj. Han- 
cock in 1883, nothing further was 


done either with the brea or with 


the fossils, until 1906. Mr. W. W. 
Orcutt, secretary of the Union 
Oil Company, was one of the first 
to recognize the scientific value 
of these deposits. Associated 


with him was Mr. E. M. Anderson, 
‘who procured a number of speci- 


mens and brought them to the 
‘attention of Dr. J. C. Merriam of 


the University of California, Dr. 


Merrlam obtained a concession 
from Mme. Hancock Ross to carry 
on ‘excavations for scientific pur- 
poses. In 1906, he, with a group 
of university students, began sys- 
tematic work in digging out the 


fossils and preparing them for 


exhibition at the university. Dr. 
Merriam's article in Sunset 
Magazine, concerning the ‘brea 
nits, was the first public notice of 
the’ extent of these fossil beds.

City Hall and obtained a gift of 
$500. The exhibit was. then 


moved to the Courthouse and the 


Board of Supervisors voted 
$1000 for the work. A gift from 
Mr. John D. Hooker of $1000, and 
several smaller gifts made a total 
of $3000 for this purpose. The 
academy employed two paleon- 
tologists, Mr. Jewett and Mr. 
Fischer, to prepare the bones 
and do some mounting of 
specimens. This collection of 
fossils has been turned over by 


the academy to the care of the

Concessions Limited 


Great pressure was brought to 
bear upon G. Allan Hancock, now 
in charge of the Rancho La Brea, 
to dispose elsewhere of the priv- 
ilege to work the pits, but he was 
loyal to hig city and gave only 
local concessions.

Under the supervision of Direc 
tors Frank S. Daggett and Wil- 


‘liam Alanson Bryan, and such 


technical experts as L. E. Wy- 
man, ornithologist, and J. W. 


. Lytle, paleontologist, and many 


others, the preparing, classifying, 
mounting and installing exhibits 
have gone steadily on and are not 
yet completed. Mr. Wyman, who 
was called from government serv- 
ice to superintend this careful 
and trying work of excavation, 
describes the process: | 

“Having located a mass of 
by cutting a three-foot 
trench across a promising out- 
crop, its lateral extent was as 
certained when the pit was sec 
tionized.” This was done by cris- 


crossing lines stretched above the 


excavation at three-foot intervals, 
one set lettered, the other num- 
bered. From  intersec 
plum-lines were dropped to 
bone mass below, which was then 
laid out in three-foot squares, 
and records obtained on every 
bone as to location in the pit ana 
depth from original surface.” 
More than a dozen men labored 
for two years with tar-coated 
clothing and tools and packing 


boxes gummy with asphaltum. 


Sometimes it was necessary to 
bale out the hole and burn the 
tar, as is done in the oil fields 
with abandoned sump holes. A 
large wash tub, half filled with 
asphalt-coated bones nearly sub- 
merged in kerosene, was heated 
on an out-of-door furnace. A few 


minutes did the work. Removed. 


from the oil, a quick brushing fin- 
ished the job. Then, dried an 
hour in the air, boxed and la- 
beled, the relics were ready for 
transportation to the museum.” 


During the 4wo years of work 
at the - pits, some hundred bub- 
bling holes were opened but only 
in thirty were found deposits, and 


ten of these yielded the rich finds. 
Probably the unproductive holes 


have been formed in more recent 
times.

Rwas on July 3, 1873, that the 
im Angeles City Council passed 
franchise ordinance. It

Tbe Spring and Sixth Street 


Railroad Company” took over 
Widney’s franchise, and with com- 
mendable enterprise rushed the 
line to completion, and put the 
cars in operation in the early 
spring months of i874. 

Various other franchises were 
granted the “Spring and Sixth 
street Railway Company” to ex- 
tend their line—one which result- 
ed in rails being laid to the South. 
ern Pacific station, then located 
about a quarter of a mile west 
of the Los Angeles River, in what 
was commonly known as “Dog- 
town.” This station was known 
as “River Station,” and was dis- 
mantied but a few years ago. 

Some amusing clauses are to 
be found in the contents of these 
old franchises. One states that 
“on and along such portion of 
route as the track of the South- 
ern Pacific runs, the track of the 
street rallroad shall be laid from 
the center line of Main street to 
a point six feet easterly of the 
telegraph pole standing by the 
willow stump in the swamp; 
thence in a straight line to the 
westerly sidewalk of the street: 
thence over the gutter along the 
sidewalk to such a point as may 
be necessary to cross (and across) 
the sidewalk on to private proper- 
ty to reach the depot.” 

Apparently frog-pond choruses . 
were quite in evidence in the vi- 
cinity of the Southern Pacific de- 
pot fifty years ago! 

Another clause reads: 

“along Alameda street, or the 
extension thereof, to a point in 
sald street, which said 
point is opposite to and west of a 
large but topped sycamore tree 
standing near the junction of said 
street,” etc. 

In June, 1875, a franchise was 
granted to William H. Workman 
(“Uncle Billy”) and A. H. Judson 
and their assigns, to build and op- 
erate a single-track line of horse 
cars over a route from Arcadia 
and Main streets, via Arcadia, 
Alise and thence to Soto street. 

The Centennial year saw this 
road in operation. The moneyed 
men behind the enterprise were 
W. H. Workman, W. H. Perry, 
J. E. Hollenbeck (then president 


of the First National Bank) and 


D. F. Spence, cashier of the same 
institution. It was a narrow-gauge 
track, with light, twenty-pound 
rails. The “rolling stock“ consist- 
ed of one car and a pair of mules, 
and it was an hour and a half be- 
tween trips? 
Bridges Washed Out 
This line continued in opera- 
tion until the spring of 1884, 
when along came one of those pe- 
riodical and tremendous floods 
for which the Los Angeles River 
has been occasionally famous. 
The Aliso-street bridge was car- 
ried away, as well as the bridge 
crossing the river at Downey ave- . 
nue. The Macy bridge, luckily, 
was not washed out; but for

Griffin's line, running across the 
river from “Dogtown” followed 
what was then known as San 
Fernando street, to old Olympia, 
a short thoroughfare about two 
hundred feet in length which tér- 
minated at the Downey-avenue 
bridge. After crossing the river, 
the street was called Downey ave- 
nue (named in honor of Gov. 
Downey,) as far as the present 
site of the Lincoln High School, 
where the street terminated 
against a sharp bluff, which has 
since been cut through and the 
street continued. 

From 1873 to the first of Janu- 


ary, 1887, there were issued by | 


the Los Angeles City Council, and 
approved by the various Mayors, 
forty-three street car franchises, 
many of which merely called for 
slight changes in previous fran- 
chises or in changes of route. 


Railway Organized 

In 1887 occurred the “big boom” 
of Los Angeles, when the increas- 
ing population demanded better 
street accommodations. There- 
upon, the Los Angeles Cable Rail- 
way Company was organized, the 
officers being: J. F. Crank, presi- 
dent; S. P. Jewett, secretary and

The Temple-street cable line 
was put in operation about 1888. 
It started from Temple and 
Spring, running west on Temple 
for several miles. As late as 
1895 there were few, if any, 
houses along the last mile or so 
of track. Broad fields of wild 
mustard were much in evidence 
along the right of way, and jack- 
rabbits and quail scuttled for 
places of safety when the slow- 
going cable car made its appear- 
ance. The road finally terminat- 
ed in a grove of gum trees, 3 
block or two east of Vermont ave- 
nue. At this point a little steam 
“dummy” line was the only con- 
necting link with what is now 
Hollywood. It was a narrow 
gauge track, the road bed was 
rough and uneven, and the cars 
were mostly of the open variety. 
The fare for the round trfp to the 
end of track was 25 cents. The 
line ended at the mouth of Laurel 
Canyon—a few hundred feet to 
the south of the canyon entrance, 
which then was a wild and deso- 
late spot. 

Had anyone in those days 
offered land anywhere within the 
present limits of Hollywood, at 
$100 per acre, he would have been 
considered crazy, and branded as 
a real estate robber of the first 
water. 

An electric line was in opera- 
tion on Maple avenue in the ear- 
ly "90s. It operated from the old 


wives, if any, and the numerous 
lady members who belong in their 
own right, are completely socially 
acceptable.

North Main past the old Plaza 
church into Upper Main street (as 
it was then called) and thence in- 
to San Fernando street to the 
railway tracks of the Southern 
Pacific. At College street a huge 
viaduct carried the cable cars ov- 
er the tracks of the Southern Pa-

THE OLD TRAILS 
CALIFORNIA 


All first routes of travel in California were trails. The beginnings of some reach back 
beyond the dawn of historic record —although the foot-worn paths remain, mute testimony 
to the restlessness of man and his desire to wander and to view new scenes. Who they 
were who followed these old trails we can only guess, for they have left behind them no 
identifying record. But they must have been here in large numbers and must have traveled 


widely and often: else why the deeply-worn trails such as can be traced from the sea by the 
Malibu back to the Mojave, and on into the interior for hundreds of miles? Or that which 


runs from Mexico northward to the Arctic? 


Later came the 1 who biel their own trails; but their roads were not 
through routes like the ancient ones. A few of them remain, however, mostly paths 
from some valley to a neighboring one across an intervening range. Often they 


were so little traveled that their trace has disappeared with the tribes which made 


them. 


When the white men came, they, too, used trails. The mission Fathers 
tramped—even from San Diego to the bay—but Portola and his soldiers 
rode. And where horses go, a permanent trace is soon made. As the 
country was settled up, the missions and pueblos founded, and the great 


ranchos established, a somewhat fixed system of inter-communication came into 


existence which was made up mostly of trails. Over many of these trails finally 
rolled the heavy carretas, and the trails became roads. Thus our system of highways 


had its beginning. 


The trails disappeared from the valleys. But in the mountains they remained. 
They not only remained, but increased in numbers and in length. The desire of 
man for recreation fostered this and the preservation of the forest-cover demanded 
it. So our ranges are now covered with an interlacing system of trails over which 
the mountain-lover may wander for days—or for. weeks or for months, if he so 
desires—without retracing a route he has once been over. ; 
There is a glamour about “trails” that is distinctive, alluring, enticing. Trails 
lead to the 7 country, to the far places, to the high ranges; they take you away 
from the hurly-burly of congested centers, the jarring and jangling traffic of crowded 
streets, the cares that beset the ordinary course of daily communal life; they guide 
you over the rolling foothills, through the winding canyons, up rock-strewn ridges, 
and land you at last, perhaps, on some high pinnacle where you can look out on a 
world that is bounded only by the giant circle of the horizon, and where you can 
actually feel the freedom that is yours. | 


Only a mountainous country can have trails of highly alluring quality. And if 
the ranges be tumultuous, and to them are added giant evergreen 33 mountain 
meadows, and emerald lakes, the trails then become more than alluring, enticing; 
they are irresistible. And of such are the present day trails of California.

hospital base during the war. Today 
he is serving a wife and two little 
children, and the reward for that is 
in itself. He'll tell you about them 
if you let him, quietly and in a man- 
ner most winning. One of the babies 
is 18 months old and the other is 
just twice that, and together they're 
an unbeatable team. 

Emerson's life has been an event- 
ful one. He has seen a great deal 
of suffering, especially “over there,” 
but there is nothing in his appear- 
ance to suggest it.

Fortytwo Kinds Material 
to be Specially Quarried 
for Citv Building 


Many parts of the United States 
and foreign countries will be called 
upon to supply marble for the ve 
City Hall, according to a study of 
specifications made by the Builders’ 
Exchange. 

The contract calls for the furnish- 


ing and installing of approximately 
12,000 cubic feet of marble of forty- 
two different kinds. In the main 1o- 
tunda of the bullding there are to be 
ten marble columns, composed of cif- 
ferent fancy marble, some of which 
has never before been used in con- 
struction work on the Pacific Coast, 
and which will have to be specially 
quarried. The Musto-Keenan Com- 
pany, members of the Builders’ Ex- 
change, has the contract for the 
marble and tile work on the City 
Hall. The contract price is $315,563, 
the largest contract for this kind of 
work ever awarded in the history of 
Los Angeles. So far as practicable, it 
is stated, California manufacturerd 
marble is to be used, but among the 
forty-two kinds of marble specified, 
many must be obtained from distant 
points.

IN COURT 


INSTALLMENT PURCHASES AND INSURANCE 


Within a few days after pur- 
chasing an automobile on the 
instaliment plan the car was in 
a collision fesulting in judg- 


ments against the purchaser for 
personal injury and property 
damage, which, with lability for 
costs of defense of sult, aggre- 
gated nearly $3000. 

The contract of purchase re- 
quired that the buyer should 
provide insurance covering fire, 
theft and collision agreeable to 
the requirements of a finance 
company to which the dealer as- 
signed the contract. The dealer 
from whom the car was purchased 
was an agent or solicitor for in- 
surance companies insuring au- 
tomobile risks, and the purchas- 
er stipulated with his salesman 
that he should be given full cov- 
erage which, in addition to the 
above, included personal injury 
and property damage and de- 
fense of suit usual in form and 
amount. At the time of making 
the down payment on the car, 
the purchaser also pad the 
amount required of him for this 
insurance. 

By mistake the policy issued 


covered only the risks of fire, | 


theft and collision, and the 
amount paid for insurance was 
spread over these items. The own- 
er of the car did not learn of 
the mistake until after the ac- 
cidents, and as the insurance 
company stood on the policy as 
written, he brought suit to have 
it reformed so as to cover all 
the risks he had applied for. 

The Supreme Court of Michi- 
gan (216 N. W. 247) in affirming a 
decree in plaintiff's favor sald: 

“Plaintiff. of the 
icy as actually believed, as 
he had a right to, that he had 
the protection bargained for. 
Defendant issued the policy, of ~ 
course, according to the applica- 
tion. But tts agent or agents 
made a mistake in the applica- 
tion. A court of equity has pow- 
er to reform the contract to make 
it conform to the agreement ac- 
tually made. The facts require 
the exercise of that power.

If | 
the proposed legislation in all these 
States is enacted, every State in the 
Union, including the District of Co- | 
lumbia, will have a gas tax and these

California has been leading al 


States in the amount of gas tax col- 
lected annually and probably will con- 
tinue in the lead as the highway 
measures now before the Legislature 
will increase the existing 2-cent tax to 
cents. New York, the only State 
in the Union having more vehicle reg- 
istration than California contemplates 
imposing a 2-cent tax, after having 
gone thus far without any. 

Several States are ste out 
bodly for a 4 and 5-cent tax per gal- 
lon upon gasoline. Arizona contem- 
plates raising to 4 cents a gallon, 
Colorado may 80 to 4 cents, and 
Idaho, Maine and Nevada are figuring 
on a 5-cent levy.

Southern California Apparently Beginning to Take Baby Beef Production 


OUTHERN CALIFORNIA has taken 
kindly to tie nation-wide campaign 


part of.the world may be interpreted as a 
notable step forward, since this section was 
for a long time apparently reconciled to a 
product much inferior to that commonly sold 
in the East and Middle West. 


The increased demand for better beef has 
been, partly at least, the result of the work 
of Baby Beef Extension, a nonprofit organi- 
zation fostered by the International Live- 
stock Exposition of Chicago, which is doing 
what it can to encourage the finish feeding 
of high quality beef calves. It has result- 
ed to date not only in added satisfaction 
to meat consumers, but has paved the way 
— a quick turnover of the cattlemen's sur- 

us. 

So far, most of the feedyard operations 
with calves in Southern California have 
*been limited in size, running from a few 


head to several carloads, but in the aggre-. 


gate they have led to the production and 
marketing of several thousand head of 
choice young beeves annually. These proj- 
ects have been experimental in this section 
of the country, but they have progressed to

pound, up to almost 12 cents, with an ap- 
proximate average of about 10 1-2 cents a 
pound. Some of the calves were purebreds, 
which may account for the higher figures 
paid for part of them. * 

Already 125 head have been finished and 
sold, these having gone to the Hauser Pack- 
ing Company, the Cudahy Packing Compa- 
ny and Wilson & Co., in Los Angeles. 
The selling price so far has been 
twelve cents a pound. The margin 
between buying and selling prices has been 
rather narrow, but this, the management 
points out, has been offset so far by the rap- 
id gains of the animals and the quick turn- 
over. Several hundred head are now ap- 
proaching the market stage and when these 
are on their way others will be bought to 
take their places in the feedlots. 

“If the public wants this kind of beef,” 
says Mr. Dorman, “we are more than will- 
ing to give it to them in quantities.” The

market, it would seem, is limited to those 
willing to pay top prices for Very choice 
beef, but it appears there is a surprising 
number of these, once they can be assured 
of the quality. 

It is true, there are packers, retailers and 
restaurants which persist in substituting in- 
ferior grades of meat. The “doctoring” of 
meat with sauces and the deception of un- 
suspicious buyers has been carried on to a 
eonsiderable extent here as elsewhere, but 
the cure for this condition seems to lie very 
largely in the introduction to as many per- 
sons as possible of really good meat. After 
a taste of baby beef, the “better meat” en- 
thrsiasts declare, it is difficult to, deceive a 
customer any more. ; 

THE PROFIT MARGIN 

Packers have long been working on a fac- 
tory basis, and if their figures are correct, 
we can conclude that the chief source of 
their income is from byproducts. The same 


principle has been applied by the Crescent 
Creamery. In spite of the high cost of pro- 
ducing baby beef, the management says, a 
slight profit on the animals themselves 
makes it a good business. If the company 
can break even on the animals, it seems, it 
is ahead of the game, because of the fertili- 
zer obtained. The income from that source 
is figured to amount to about $1 a month 
per steer. 


The average daily gains made by the cat- 
tle on the “Crescent” ranch have been very 
gratifying, according to Mr. Dorman, He 
says that 525 head averaged over seventy- 
five pounds per head gain in December, 
while individual lots have gamed much 
more. One lot of sixty-three Aberdeen-An- 
gus averaged 103 pounds gain per head dur- 
ing January, and other lots made monthly 
gains of as high as three pounds a day, al- 
though two and a half pounds a day is said 
to have been nearer the average. It was 
found that calves made more gains at lower 
feed costs than mature animals. 

The stock sold has been marketed in lots 
of seventeen at a time, being hauled to mar- 
ket in the “Crescent” trucks. The largest 
weight recorded so far was on a lot of sev- 
enteen head sold in February that weighed 


a point where baby beef feeders feel that 
the business can be made a reasonably 
profitable one. 


Agood many doubted whether baby beef 
would be turned out in quantities sufficient 
to even begin to supply a market of any 
considerable size. Some projects of consid- 
erable size, however, have been operating 
for a sufficient length of time to give rea- 
sonable assurance of continued fair returns, 
and baby beef production will, of course, 
have to stand or fall on its merits as a 
means to making some money. 

The largest of the projects in this State, 
and perhaps in the West, at this time is that 
of the Crescent Creamery Company of Los 
Angeles, On its 90-acre ranch at Artesia 


this big milk distributing plant now has ap- 
. proximately 1000 head of baby beeves on 


feed. It seems strange that a big concern 
primarily interested in the distribution of 
milk should take such an interest in the 
production of high-class beefsteak, but there 
was a logical reason. When the Crescent 
Creamery sold its herd of dairy cows and 
decided to give up milk production and con- 
fine its activities to milk distribution, it 
found itself with a large ranch on its hands. 
This ranch was equipped for the handling 
of 500 dairy cows,.and it became a problem 
to the company. It was almost impossible 
to lease it to any dairyman because of its 
size. Investigation suggested baby beef pro- 
duction as a means of using the place at a 
profit, and without too many alterations in 
buildings and equipment. 

On September 20, 1926, the first lot of 
beef calves was bought and put on feed. The 
number was gradually augmented until 1025 
calves in all were on the ranch, these rang- 
ing in age from five to fourteen months. 
They came from beef herds of California, 
New Mexico and Téxas, and they all origi- 
nated. in herds where emphasis has been 
placed on good breeding of beef stock. Baby 
beef feeders have learnéd that it is a waste 
of time and money to try to produce good 
young steer beef from the offspring of dairy 
stock or mediocre animals. Among the 
calves selected for feeding were 600 Here- 
fords, 350 ‘Aberdeen-Angus and sixty-six 
Shorthorns.

“Thousand-acre Sponge” Biches Floods 
for Pomona Valley Water Users 


BY WILLARD 


N SPEAKING of water conservation and 
| flood control we usually visualize huge ir- 

rigation dams, reservoirs, or large storm 
drains for storing and controlling the ab- 
normal water supply during storms. How- 
ever none of these methods is used in-con- 
trolling the flood waters of the San Antonio 
Canyon to the north of Pomona Valley, al- 
though they represent the source of irriga- 
tion supply for one of the important growing 
areas of Southern California. From the 
mouth of the canyon the flood waters, in- 
stead of being allowed to follow their 
natural course to the ocean, are distributed 
over 100 acres of porous gravel land which 
may quite aptly be compared to a gigantic 
sponge. 


Several men. working for the irrigation 
company controlling the supply are con- 
stantly at work during the rainy season di- 
verting water over this great 1000-acre 
sponge. The land«greedily absorbs it. Stone 
dikes and walls weave in criss-cross-fashion 
over the area, their purpose being to keep 
the water more evenly distributed and to 
prevent undue washing. All the overflow wa- 
ter is returned to the original stream bed 
and flows on toward the Pacific. Where 
several hundred thousand inches of water 
pound through the cement head gates, how- 
ever, only a small part overflows back into 
the San Antonio wash.“ The huge. sponge

is really the mouth of great underground 
water streams which supply thopsands of 
acres of oranges, vegetables, fruits and 
feed crops in the Pomona Valley. 

Without this valuable underground water. 
supply much of the land would soon re 
to its original desert conditions. The hun- 
dreds of pumping plants throughout the val- 
ley are going almost constagtly during the 
dry summer months when water is absolute- 
ly necessary for the proper growth of all the 
land products. 

On account of the rapid fall in the San An- 
tonio Canyon the question ,of constructing 
an irrigation dam was set aside as almost 
impossible, considering the small amount of 
water it would be possible to hold. The 
“sponge” was the means hit upon to give a 
constant underground water supply through- 
out the summer. 


IT SAVED THE DAY 

In 1910, and before, there were many ar- 
tesian water wells flowing in the lowest part 
of the Pomona Valley, and water was plen- 
tiful for ali the pumping plants of the dis- 
trict. In some of the plants the well water 
actually rose to within a few feet of the sur- 
face. But with the greater development of 
oranges 


16,410 pounds, which, at $12 per hundred, 
made $1969, an average of $116 per head. 
The basic feeds used in the plant are 
corn silage, rolled barley, alfalfa, hay, bean 
straw and molasses. The daily ration con- 
sists of fifteen pounds of silage, twelve 
pounds of a mixture consisting of 40 per 
cent alfalfa, 40 per cent bean straw and 20 
per cent molasses, and a pound of barley for 
every 100 pounds of live weight. The cat- 
tle are fed twice a day, care being taken to 
see that no feed is left over. When they 
near marketing weight the silage and hay 
are cut down to a minimum and the grain is . 
increased to secure the desired finish. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


In addition to the production of baby 
beef, the Crescent Creamery is conducting 
a good-sized pork-making establishment. 
The milking barns have been made over in 
to farruwing houses and 100 purebred Chess 
ter White brood sows and gilts are kept in 
them. Already the winter crop of pigs 
amounts to over 350 head. As the farrowing 
pens fill up, the older pigs are moved out 
on alfalfa pasture. Forty acres is devoted 
to alfalfa on the ranch, The rest of the land 
is given over largely to corn for ensilage. — 

Although the big dairy herd of grade dairy 
cows was sold, a herd of eighty-two pure- 
bred Holstein heifers, bought last year from 
the Billiwhack Stock Farm of Santa Paula, 
is maintained. This select lot of well-bred 
females will be used to carry on a dairy 
cattle breeding establishment to supply 
dairy bulls and some heifers to dairymen 
1 them to build up their producing 

The success of this and other baby beet 
feeding enterprises now under way is de 
pendent largely on the meat buying public.

PLANTS ARE INSPECTED 


BRAWLEY.—The latest report of the hor- 
ticultural commissioner of Imperial county 
shows that 21,936 strawberry plants, 16,000 
asparagus roots and 10,151 grape vines have 
been inspected and allowed to enter this dis- 
trict. Another import was of * sacks of 
seed rice. 


WILL TRY PIMIENTOS 


FONTANA.—Production of approximate- 
ly 1200 tons of pimiento peppers is expected 
in the Fontana area this year as the result 
of experimental work being carried on by 
Guy Rice, agricultural expert for the Fon- 
tant Farms Company. Mr. Rice announced 
recently that approximately 300 acres, spec- 
ially selected for the purpose, would be giv- 
en over to the crop. He believes the soll 
and other conditions.of this district to be 
enough like those prevailing in the Orange 
county pimiento districts to warrant a local 
trial of the pepper on a large scale, and 
says that if the present more or less ex- 
perimental plantings prove successful, as, 
much as 1000 acres in pimientos may be put 
out next season. Contracts are said to have 
been made with canners to take the entire 
crop this year at $40 a ton, roadside deliv- 
ery. 


SULPHUR RATES REDUCED 

EL CENTRO.—Sulphur is being used gen- 
erally by Imperial Valley cantaloupe grow- 
ers in their fight against mildew. The rail- 
roads entering the valley have reduced the 
freight rate on sulphur from 54 1-2 cents to 
44 cents per hundred pounds. The sulphur 
is being distributed in the flelds along the 
ridges and above the vines. | 


A BANNER FEED YEAR 

THREE RIVERS.—Stockmen of Tulare 
county believe this will be one of the great- 
est feed years ever known here. The wild 
feed on the lower levels is very rich now, 
and it is expected that the higher ranges 
will be equally heavy with grass when the 
stock is taken there. No general movement 
of stock to the higher hills is expected to 
take place before J uly. 


EXPECT BETTER PRICES 

. TULARE.—The acreage planted to cotton 
in Tulare county this spring is expected to 
be about equal to that of last year. Grow- 
ers believe that prices are to be better, as 
the late cotton_ginned in the southern part 
of the San Joaquin Valley moved ‘readily. 
Planting will get well under way in April. 


VALENCIAS WERE EARLY 

DINUBA.—The earliest shipment of Valen- 
Cias in this district seems to have been that 
of a carload sent out by the Shepherd Fruit 
Company here, which rolled March 4, The 
oranges came from the Barris Ranch near 
here, and are reported to have been of ex- 
cellent quality. 


MORE AND BETTER FRUIT 

- RIVERSIDE.—At a recent meeting of hor- 
ticultural @nspectors in the office of Horti- 
cultural Commissioner A. E. Bottel here it 
was stated that citrus groves in Riverside 
county have not only increased in produc- 
tion, but that the quality of the fruit has 
been improved in the last decade. In 1916, 
it was stated, 54 per cent of the citrus fruit 
was shipped as first grade, while in 1926 
80 per cent went first grade. .

“THOUSAND-ACRE SPONGE” 


(Continued from Page Three) 


that the underground water level began to 
lower. Several dry years made the frriga- 
tion problem a serious one. Many of the 


- shallow wells which had pumped great quan- 


tities of water before were now practically 
dry and had to be lowered to the new water 
level. A more effective water-conservation 
program for the winter months became nec- 
essary as was seen that otherwise further 
development of land of the great valley 
would be halted. The 1000-acre sponge was 
the answer. 

Each year saw a greater extension of this 
natural mouth for the underground waters. 
Permanent cement gates and long walls and 
dikes were constructed for a more effective 
distribution of the winter storm water. 
During a snow thaw or heavy mountain rain 
the outrushing waters flood the entire 
sponge and the whole territory seems alive 
with the flowing wealth which is to be taken 
into the ground again for a trémendonus sum- 
mer demand. The effect of this winter or 
spring water percolation into the ground has 
its results six months later when the ground 
supply is noticeably increased through’ the 
lower regions of the valley 


ONCE A SHEEP RANGE 


omona Valley was a vast Mexican sheep 
range prior to 1875. None of the towns ex- 
isted except the village of Spadra, which 
was a Spanish settlement and station on the 
old San Bernardino and Los Angeles trail. 
The Chino Rancho has passed into the 
hands of an American owner and was ope- 
rated as a large stock ranch, Settlement 
began with the starting of Pomona in 1875, 
just after the building of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad, and the census of 1880 shows 
that the town had then a population of 417. 
Real development did not commence until 
1882, when the Pomona Lahd and Water 
Company was organized. This company ac- 
quired 12,000 acres of the San Jose Rancho 
and undertook systematic promotion by of 
fering for sale lands with water rights. 

The first iron-cased well was drilled near 
the present plant of the Pomona Land and 
——————————- Water Company in the Palomares Cienega 
8 1878, although previous to this time there 
were a few shallow wooden-stave wells in 
the region. The water company continued 
sinking wells in different parts of the dis- 
trict until it was able to furnish over 400 
miner's inches of water during the summer 


demand. All these wells were artesian, how- * 


ever, and it was not until 1895 that the first 
pumping plant was put in operation. Many 
tunnels in the canyon districts also supplied 
water at this time until they, too, began to 
fail, especially when poorly located as to the 


underground sources. A few years later the?“ 


first efforts in spreading the flood waters 
from the San Antonio Canyon were under- 
taken in a small way. With the succeeding 
, years this method was’extended and in 1909 
in the water company purchased more land 
© to be known as “sponge.” 

It has been found that the underground 
water sup is dependent upon the sea- 
sonal rainfall, After a period of dry years 
it has decreased considerably, while’ the 


periods following the seasons of heavy rain- 


fall show an increase. It was in order to 
bring about a more constant ratio in this 
fluctuating water supply that the natural 


sponge was to its present larce 
proportions.

ciation, who says that it has damaged about 
20_per cent of the crop. According to Mr. 
Webber, this has appeared only on navels, 
the Valencias showing no signs of injury. 
Fortunately, most of the navel crop had been 
shipped before the mold appeared. 


THIRD ISSUE APPROVED 

MESA (Ariz.)—The State Certification 
Board of Arizona has approved the third is- 
sue of bonds for the Roosevelt Water Con- 
servation District, embracing 40,700 acres of 
land lying generally east of Mesa and 
Chandler at elevations above that of the 
canals of the Salt River Valley Water Users. 
The two previous bond issues of $2,000,000 
and $1,000,000 were for construction, pumps 
and lining the head canals with concrete. 
The new issue will be for $500,000 and the 
intention is to expend the money for lining 
the main district canal with concrete to stop 
seepage losses, now estimated to amount to 
25 per cent of the water. 


cows YIELD WELL , 
EL CENTRO.—During the month of Feb- 
ruary, 1487 dairy cows were tested by the 
Imperial County Cow Testing Association. 
The average production per cow was 671 
pounds of milk and 25.7 pounds of butter fat. 
The highest producing cow for the month was 
one owned by D. M. Dorman of Calexico, 
with a yield of 69.6 pounds of butterfat. H. 
G. Farnsworth of El Centro had the five 
highest cows for February, with a duc- 
tion of 256.9 pounds of fat. There were 
116 cows in the association which made 
over forty pounds of fat during the month, 
and forty-seven unprofitable animals were 
disposed of. 


LAMBING TIME IS OVER 
LEMOORE.—Lambing time is over on the 
plains west of here, and the season of sheep 
shearing is at hand. The University Exten- 
sion Service in Kings and Fresno counties, 
co-operating with the San Joaquin Valley

MAY IRRIGATE MUSTARD 


LOMPOC.—Growers in this vicinity are 
considering the irrigation of their fields of 
mustard to increase production. Last sea 
son Walter Callis irrigated ten acres of red 
mustard and reports a crop of 223 sacks. A 
neighbor harvested but 200 sacks from forty 
acres of unirrigated land. Some of the 
farmers are favorably inclined toward the 
Australian method of drilling, cultivating 
and irrigating mustard as by this system, 
yields of forty sacks to the acre are said to 
be secured.

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Crop Studies Proving 
Their Worth 


By C. k. KELSEY, 

State Director for Ventura Farm Bureau 

The Extension Service of the University 
of California college of agriculture, in co 
operation with the farm bureaus of Califo-- 
nia, has for the past year and a half been 
making some studies in crop economics 
which promise to have a very important 
bearing on California agriculture. Farmers 
in different communities keep cost records 
in the production of particular crops under 
consideration so that they may all be tabu- 
lated and that detailed comparison made as 
to all items of cost and financial return. 


A poultry bulletin, based on poultry stud 
les, brought out some startling facts, show- 
ing wide variation in the returns from flocks 
of the. same size. By studying it, the intel- 
ligent producer who*has found his neighbor 
getting a better return for his year’s work 
than he, can with considerable accuracy 
pick out where the leak occurred in his ewr 
operations: 


A peach bulletin has proved of immense 
benefit to those interested in that crop. It 
shows that certain communities have been 
trying to make a living from peaches when 
they could not produce tonnage enough to 
make it worth the effort to compete with 
other more favored locations. 


So far, bulletins ara out on four crops and 
bulletins on four more are about ready for 
issuance. There are around one hundred 
and eighty crops grown in California and- 
already calls for information are coming 
in on some crops which could not be classed 
as major crops and which would not be an- 
alyzed for a good many years at the present 
rate of speed. 


As an indication of the practical applica- 
tion of the information contained in these 
bulletins, one community in the great cen

land development depending for its success 
on one of the crops for which a bulletin was 
available. On reading the bulletin, the bank- 
ers withdrew their suppog, with the thought 
that they could not ask hundreds of fami- 
lies to invest in the production of a crop 
which was not furnishing a livelihood to 
those already engaged in it. 


This work must be speeded. Gov. 
Young is interested and has assured Farm 
Bureau officials that every effort will be 
made to secure additional funds at this ses- 
sion of the Legislature, so that twenty or 
twenty-five of the major crops may be an- 
alyzed during the next two years. 

Possibly if a bulletin on beans had been 
available last spring, there would not have 
been enough baby limas planted on new ac- 
reage of Central California to destroy the 
sales value of the entire crop, including that 
of the San Fernando Valley.

lemon trees on the place at the time, and 
before long they had established a thriv- 
ing White Leghorn flock. Mr. Sorensen 
states that last year his 1000 layers re- 
turned him a total of $2626.04. Plenty of 
room and clean quarters for his chickens 
accounts for his success, he says. 

Mrs. Sorensen has seventy-five rabbits 
near the house, and she believes they have 
been profitable, although she has kept no rec- 
ord of returns from sales. Several swarms 
of bees provide the family with honey and 
produce a surplus for sale. 

The Sorensen orchard contains twenty- 
five bearing avocado trees, one of them hav- 
ing returned $64 the past season for fruit 
sold. Diversified fruits help out on the 
family table. 

Most of the lemon crop is sold through 
the “Exchange.” A large proportion of the 
eggs are disposed of wholesale. The rest of 
the produce is sold direct from the home, 
anc this has proved to be a very satisfac- 
tory method of marketing, the Sorensens 
say.

Let’s Make Those Skin 
Coats at Home 


By A. I. SPELLMEYER 


Calfskin coats are the present rage. 

The lowly calf has come into its kingdom. 
It shows how articles of wear, used one 
generation and despised the next, eventual- 
ly “come back.” If the men who breed os- 
triches live long enough and hold out, 
they'll get rich yet, for feathers will be the 
rage again some day. The ladies seem to 
demand the covering of some beast or fowl 
for their adornment—it's only a question of 
what particular creature is going to have to 
provide it. In this day of perfection in ma- 
chine made fabrics it is interesting to note 
that feminine taste still reverts to the bar- 
baric. 

The new “fashion of calf-skin coats will 
raise the price of calf hides, for there is a 
great demand. Calf skins have Ween sell- 
ing from $1.40 to $2.50 each. It takes six to 
eight skins for a lady's coat. The best 
coats sell for $200 to $300. The furriers 
ask $100 to $125 to cut and sew a coat if 
the tanned skins are furnished. 


The ladies prefer white or semi-tan or 
spotted coats, hence the skins must come 
from a white Shorthorn, Guernsey or Hol- 
stein calf, unless bleached and re-dyed. They 
seem to prefer the longer hair to the 
clipped, and this calls for a calf of an age to 
produce that quality. 

Proper tanning takes shipment east or to 
San Francisco, as I ascertained recently 
when wanting a pair of chaps made from 
the fine-grained hide of a prize Devon 
Christmas steer. If Los Angeles had a fur 
and fancy leather tanning industry, the hides 
could be taken care of right here. Why 
should we be sending calf hides or rabbit 
pelts or any other kind of skin east for 
treatment? 

The calf skin, raw, to make a coat cost 
$12 to $15. in a coat they bring ten to 
twenty times that much. It is another in- 
stance showing how little the producer gets, 
in proportion to what the consumers pay.

‘benefit to the seedlings. Fifty thousand 
Coulter pines have already been received 
for planting, seed-beds are ready and mil- 
lions of seeds, chiefly pines and redwoods, 
are being sown. The nursery. is in charge 
of R. B. Weaver. * 

Infant trees, it should be remembered, 
take up but little room. The Coulter pines 
which are being set out in nursery rows are 
about a year old. After a year’s residence 
in Devil Canyon, they will be ready for 
transplanting to their permanent homes. 


Other trees than Coulter pines are being set 


out, but chiefly conifers. Not only is it de- 
sirable to produce a stand of trees that will 
hold the soil, it is desirable also that the 
trees planted shall have economic value 
when grown, for intelligent cutting of sal- 
able lumber in a forest preserve is possible 
and advantageous; but it must be intelli- 
gent. And supervised by foresters. 


PLAN ARBORETUM 


Devil Canyon is to be more than a nurs- 
ery, it is to be an experiment station; and 
it is to have an arboretum. In the abore- 
tum will be grown a wide variety not only 
of trees, but of shrubs, to find those which 
are best able to hold the soil. Hence we 
may see on some one-time bare slopes such 
lovely things as the wild currant and the 
bush lupin: 

Another benefit to follow is that San Ber- 
nardino and neighboring towns will have 
within easy reach of their high school stu- 
dents a live and highly interesting textbook 
of forestry. In accordance with the happy 
custom, schoolboys are to have a hand in 
the planting of trees, and they cannot help 
but get a first-hand knowledge of the princt- 
ples of forest preservation and a regard 
for the trees which the lad who never has 
planted one cannot have. This educational 
policy is of immense value as far as insur- 
ing the future is concerned. It is impossible 
that a boy who has helped replant a devas- 
tated region will, when he grows up, 
serenely scalp a hillside—even if he owns 
a sawmill. Thanks to far-sighted men in 
the forestry service and the school gardens, 
California is growing citizens who will re- 
spect trees, which is almost as important 
as to grow the trees. 

There has been fine and effective co- 
operation in the Devil Canyon project. It 
might be said that its parents are the 
Federal Forestry Bureau and the San Ber- 
nardino Water Department, and that the in- 
. godfathers were the “Tri-County” 

mission, the San Bernardino County 
Forestry Board, the State Forest Service, 
and the University of California Forestry 
Department. A. R. Campbell of the San 
Bernardino County Farm Bureau has organ- 
ized the boy assistants. Riverside, Imperial, 
and San Bernardino county will join other 
counties in the splendid service of planting 
for the benefit of the future. As a form of 
patriotism and public service, it beats real 
estate subdividing all hollow, is my opinion. 


The Vanishing Horse 

The forecast made by the Bederal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for 1927 states that 
there are still about 21,000,000 head of 
horses and mules in the United States, but 
that their value has been marked down con- 
siderably. The present number of work 
animals appears to be ample for the farm- 
ing needs of the coming year, but the young 
stock on hand is sufficient only to replace 
half the work stock now on the farms. The 
total number of horses and mules on farms 
in the United States has decreased about 
17 per cent since 1920. 


ALL MUST RAISE CHICKS 


VAN NUYS.—Five hundred baby chicks 
were delivered to the poultry department of 
the Van Nuys High School recently. Every 
member of the poultry class must take a 
part in the actual raising of the chicks, fol- 
lowing each step in their feeding and care.

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The Spring Lamb Crop 

of This Year 
By FRANK M. KING 

Rains that have brought the season’s to- 
tal above normal have recently blessed 
California. Some damage was done to 
roadbeds and bridges, and to ranches, but 
the good resulting from raised water lev- 
els and ground moisture and assurance of 
plenty of feed on the ranges, is inestim- 
able. An abundance of good grass is 
certain and we need not worry about hot, 
dry winds killing it off this year, for the 


deserts received plenty of water and are 
a: veritable flower garden. 


California lambs, except in some of the 
northern mountainous regions, have all 
been dropped and are coming along in fine 
shape. What the sheep men have been 
needing recently is warm, sunshiny days, 
as cold, rainy days are bound to set lambs 
back slightly. Under normal conditions 
early milk lambs in this year’s crop would 
start in considerable volume to market 
about March 20, but at this  writ- 
ing (early March) the outlook for ship- 
ments before the last of the month is un- 
certain. 

California will have about 50 per cent 
more fat lambs this year than last. So 
many of last year’s lambs were feeders 
that prices were not entirely remunera- 
tive to growers and this condition had con- 
siderable to do with the sudden market up- 
sets. Optimism prevails and good returns 
are to be expected if the lambs are mar- 
keted in their bloom. 

Lambs will meet a good outlet this year, 
with prices ranging as good or a little bet- 
ter than last year. Fed lambs from Colo- 

o feeding sections will not be as nu- 
merous, due to the sharp decrease from 
a’ year ago. More than 500,000 few- 
er lambs are being fed in that section this 
year than last. Most of these will be mar- 
keted by the time California spring lambs 
get to going in good volume. Other com- 
peting sections like Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky will not be ready until the end of 
the California marketing season and when 
these are through, milk lambs from the 
idaho section will be ready. 

Peak shipments of lambs in past years 
have left the coast during the first two 
weeks in May, arriving at midwestern 
markets this year leave about March 25, 
shipments usually occur from three to six 
weeks earlier than the peak, which means 
that if our first spring lambs to eastern 
markets this year leave about March 25, 
they will increase in volume until about 
the first week in May, then shipments will 
start decreasing with very few shipments 
being made after June 1. : 

Some milk lambs have already been 
marketed for this season, but these were 
from small bands in sections peculiarly 
adapted to the raising of early lambs, usu- 
ally in isolated valleys along the coast or 
in the Imperial Valley. The first milk 
lambs were around a month earlier than 
last year, while it looks as if the big ma- 
jority of lambs will be ready about ten 
days earlier than a year ago. 

Calitornia's early supply of commercial 
lambs in any volume comes out of the Im- 
perial Valley, where they start lambing in

lambs being about a week earlier than 
those of the Sacramento Valley lambs. 
Sheep men who have traveled over the 


lamb-producing areas of California during 


the past month figure around 325,000 sur- 
plus lambs; that means this number will 


be shipped either alive or dressed out of 


California this year. This is an increase 
of about 10 per cent over last year, but 


about 10 per cent less than the large 1925 


movement. 

The shipping of dressed lambs is rather 
a new undertaking. It was startéd in 1922 
in fair volume, when about 35,000 were 
shipped. There were only 25,000 for 1923, 
while in 1924, on acount of the foot-and- 
mouth epidemic, about 200,000 were 
shipped. Northeastern countieg in Califor- 
nia shipped nearly 100,000 alive after a late 
start that year. Approximately 75,000 were 
moved eastward by refrigerator cars in 
1925 with about 60,000 in 1926. This 
method has proven fairly successful 
and more lambs will be moved this 
way than a year ago. Should this method 
continue to increase in popularity, many 
predict that shipping of spring lambs by 
boat around through the canal to the At- 
lantic seaboard is not far distant. 


Only One Way to Fight 


This Disease 


Dr. Jacob Traum of the college of agrivcul- 
ture, University of California, served as a 
member of the American commission ap- 
pointed by the United States government to 
study foot-and-mouth disease in Europe. The 
commission has completed its work and Dr. 
Traum on his return stated that California 
unquestionably took the best possible way 
of controlling the disease during the epi- 
demic of 1924, when thousands of animals, 
many of them of great value, were slaught- 
ered. 

The commission, stated Dr. Traum, con- 
ducted experiments in Germany which 
proved conclusively that there are two dis- 
tinct types of foot-and-mouth virus and that 
an animal surviving one type may get the 
disease from the other type. Inoculation of 
animals with virus did not prove satisfac-

WESTMORLAND.—James Havelfk@ has 
lived in the Imperial Valley for a number 
of years, but not until three years ago did 
he come to the conclusion that the only way 
to make money was to operate “on his own.” 
He went to the bank and borrowed enough 
money to buy thirty dairy cows, and he 
bought a ranch of eighty acres just a mile 
outside the townsite of Westmorland on 
time. Since that time he has reduced the 
debt on the live stock almost to the vanish- 
ing point. 

He now has a herd of about 100 dairy cat- 
tle, including young stuff. One of his early 
mistakes, which he realizes now, was made 
when he sold some of his best animals to 
Coast buyers at fancy prices. Nowadays 
high offers do not tempt him to part with

his best cows. He culls carefully and keeps 
no animal on the place unless it demon- 
strates that is is profitable. 


The disposal of waste is one of the fea- 
tures of the Havelik ranch. He buys no 
feeders to make use of the skim milk, but 
keeps brood sows on the place which fur- 
nish pigs to keep the skim milk barrels 
empty. A flock of chickens is kept also, 
and while little time can be devoted to 
them, they are said to pay the grocery bill. 

The life of a dairyman is not one of ease. 
Mr. Havelik and his family are busy all the 
time, but they have found leisure enough to 
get out and care for a small family orchard, 
shade trees and flowers, and they have oth- 
erwise beautified their home. Because of 
his industry and that of his wife and chil- 
dren, the labor bills on the ranch have been 
small, Mr. Havelik says. :

SAN FERNANDO.—Many of the large 
ranches which once surrounded this city 
have been cut up into small tracts, but a 
few of them still hold their own.

He Makes Em Like His 
Barley Feed 


By HELEN CLARK WENTWORTH 


Of all the feeds in the scratch ration, the 
hen will leave the barley until the last. Yet 
if that barley has been soaked and allowed 
to sprout for forty eight hours, the same 
hen will rush madly for the erstwhile de 
spised food. But to the busy poultryman, 
whose work is always at least two jumps 
ahead of him, the processing of barley 
seems the last straw. Bert Reuter of Chula 
Vista in San Diego county, has devised a 
very simple method of easily caring for this 
task. And since barley is at present a very 
inexpensive grain, it is worth the poultry- 
man’s while to consider feeding it in a pala-

of pen-fed young steers. 


Mr. Reuter had a small house or shed 


that he could use for this purpose. In this 
he built a platform about two feet from the 
floor, making it about four feet deep and 
the width of the shed, about sixteen feet. 
This platform slopes toward the front, just 
enough to carry Off the excess water from 
the soaked barley. Heles have been bored 
at four or five foot intervals, and under 
these a pail is set to catch this drainage 
water. The sixteen-foot platform is divid- 
ed ithto four sections, with movable parti- 
tions between the sections. Into a semt- 
solid buttermilk barrel Mr. Reuter puts to 


soak the 250 pounds of barley which he 


feeds daily to his large flock of laying hens. 
There the barley remains all night. In the 
morning it is emptied into one of the sec- 
tions in his processing room. The next day 
it is transferred to another section, and the 
first section is scraped dry with a “squee- 
gee” such as is used for drying show win- 
dows. That section is allowed to stand and 
dry for twenty-four hours, to avoid the 
mouldiness and sourness which would oth- 
erwise develop. The next barley which was 
set is emptied the next morning into a fresh 
section, and that is allowed to dry out thor- 
oughly after the barley is moved on the 
following morning. After forty-eight hours, 
the barley usually has fine sprouts which 
make the chickens eat it with avidity.

It is safe to say that growers rarely, if 
ever, regret the careful work done in level- 
ing their land; they do often regret that 
their land has not been more accurately 
leveled. Their trouble with poorly leveled 
land usually starts with the first irrigations 
and continues throughout the season. Poor 
stands, uneven development, spotted crops, 
light yields, irregular quality, and high cost 
for irrigation are the results of the rough 
surface. 


The work of leveling should be undertak- 
en with reference to the lay of the land and 
the location of ditches. Ditches should or- 
dinarily be located before the soil is moved, 
as considerable dirt may be required for the 
construction of ditches which should be on 
the high side of each chick. 


In special instances it is necessary to lev- 
el the land in benches of different eleva- 
tions, or to run water into furrows from 
both sides of a ditch. Various implements 
are used for grading the land. Fresno 
scrapers or modifications of these imple- 
ments are usually preferred where large 


After a deep and thorough job of plowing 
has been done, but at a sufficiently early 
time to permit weeds to start, land to get 
into the proper condition to work, and 
planting operations to be done at the right 
time, it is in many instances advisable to 
prepare the ground for a preliminary irri- 
gation or flooding. This wetting of the soil 
before the seed beds are made is not abso- 
lutely essential, but is a common practice 
in some districts, and it hag several distinct 
advantages. Some of these are as fol- 
lows: 

(1.) Weed seeds germinate in large num- 
bers and are killed with a disk or other 
large implement before the crop is planted, 
thus reducing the amount of hand labor and

Some day,“ he 
said, “we shall hold in reservoirs all this 
vast rush of water that now rushes destruc- 
tively to the Santa Ana River and thence to 
the Pacific—which doesn’t need it. Just as 
the old fashioned water-trough at the eaves 
of the house and the rain arrel held the 
rain, so every canyon will have its reser- 
voir.” He was only talking about his own 
district, but his remarks have a general ap- 
plication to Southern California. 


From the depth of a thousand feet, the 
soil in the San Bernardino Valley has been 
bailt up by erosion, washes off the moun- 
tains during torrential rains, spread over 
the valley by floods. Trees and brush on 
the watershed hold the soll and keep back 
the rush of water, letting it soak into the 
ground and descend more slowly. This is 
the A B C of the need of forest preservation.

Puffed eyelids or bleary eyes in a child 
are not necessarily symptoms of kidney 
disease although undoubtedly some cases 
with kidney ailments have -puffed eyelids. 

An inability to control the bladder se- 
cretions, especially in small children, is 
most assuredly not an indication that the 
kidneys are weak. 

Many times bed-wetting is a habit car- 
ried over from poor training during early 
infancy. 

Even the inability to control the urinary 
fecretions during the waking hours is not 
necessarily a sign of kidney disease.

Victor La Tour, Ph. D., presente in Health 
For All some interesting remarks on pre- 
vention and treatment of neurosis. 


“During my years of practice it has been in 
my province to analyze many people in pub- 
lic life—actors, lecturers, singers, psycholo- 
gists, ministers, writers, teachers and so on. 
In most cases I find that people of these pro- 
fessional, those of a highly sensitive nervous 
system, after some years of close applica- 
tion to their work begin to react unduly to 
their surroundings, become irritable at the 
slightest provocation, by simply coming in 
contact with the people with whom they. 
may be compelled to live or those they are 
associated with in their profession. 


“It is customary to say that such a one is 
about to have a nervous breakdown because 
he or she, as the case may be, is too cranky 
to live with. Such temperamental natures 
are really greater sufferers than those who 
are made uncomfortable by their outbursts 
of temper and other idiosyncracies of their 
sensitive organism 

“In such cases scientific treatment is ab- 
solutely necessary to avold serious Hiness, 
which may result in paresis, hemorrhage of 
the brain, heart trouble, brain tumor and 
perbaps ineanity. 


“The symptoms in these cases include 
such states of mental and nervous disturb- 
ances as neuraesthenia with insomnia, melan- 
cholia, umusually easy fatigue, anxiety, neu 
rosis with restlessness, palpitation of the 
heart, unwarranted apprehensions, a psycho- 
asthenic state with doubts and fears, depres- 
sions, obsessions and inability to concen- 
trate or make decisions. 


“In order to relieve the tortures endured 
in such cases, the sufferer most frequently 
resorts to strong drink and often, still 
worse, narcotics. The use of narcotice is 
never permissible. The temporary relief 
obtained by indulging in alcoholic spirits in 
many cases has saved the sufferer from such 
forms of insanity as psychosis, dementia or 
paronia. 

“Drugs never cured these cases and drink 
is only temporarily palliative. To avert a 
complete breakdown, and perhaps a tragedy, 
a change of former occupation in order to 
rost the weary brain celle, so long abused, 
should be prescribed. An out-door life, 
Naturopathic treatment, the simplest nour- 
ishing food, according to individual require- 
ment. in addition to this, personal or ab 
sent psychic treatment {ae such cases 
readily respond to telepathic vibrations,) in 
most cases will effect a permanent cure in 
time. 

“The causes of such nerve disorders are 
varied. Hereditary tendency to nervous in. 
etability—even more so environment tnfiu. 
ences, which may date back to early infancy. 
Improper feeding during childhood often 
eo weakehea the general constitution as to 
make the child unusually susceptible to in. 
fluences that affect ite nervous and mental 
condition. Unusual strain placed upon the 
child by overambitious parents may play 
havoe with its nervous system: the sen 
problem, too elose application to professions 
where concentration of deep thought 6 re- 
quired, an excessive pursuit of pleasures, 
jarz, a feverish, over-activity in the present 
day economle and social struggle, the desire 
for seneational literature, for rapid trans 
portation and for violent atimull of all sorte, 
all are conducive to trritation and the break- 
ing down of the nerve tissue.

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Hair Dyes 
The article I wrote recently on poisonous 
hair dyes has brought me several interesting 
responses. 3 


Max Keppel, who has specialized in the 
business of hair dyes, sent me a booklet 
replete with interest. Apparently he knows 
the hair-dyeing business from “A to Z.” 


The excerpt I am quoting below shows a 
technical knowledge on this question which 
most women ought to understand. It is a 
long “rticle, but in view of its great im- 
portance I am publishing it in full. 


There are hundreds of different kinds of 
hair dyes on the market, not to mention 
those teas, sulphur, walnut and iron prepara- 
tions, etc., which ‘are supposed not to be 
halr-dyes, but will restore the color of the 
hair in successive applications, to satisfy 
the kind of people who have a ‘horror of 
hair dyes.’ These sq-called ‘hair tonics’ are 
nothing but diluted hair-dyes and hardly 
go any further than to darken the white 
hair to a muddy yellow. No matter what 
the name, the coloring matter in most of the 
hair-dyes and related preparations will con- 
tain one or the other of the following dye- 
stuffs as a base; Aniline (coal tar) vege- 
table or mineral. 


“Aniline or coal tar dyes are the newest 
and there are about 600 colors and 
several divisions: Salt-dyes, mordant-dyes, 
acid-dyes, etc., but only a few are suitable 
for hair-dyes, because in most cases the 
coloring-matter has to be developed and 
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fastened to the material through boiling. 

“Hair-dyes made from those bases are 
mostly placed on the market in two bottles, 
one contains peroxide, or acetic acid—some- 
times perfumed and colcred to hide their 
identity—and the other a brown or reddish 
liquid, the coloring-matter. Both liquids 
have to be mixed together before applying. 
Those dyes, being mostly of an acid dase, 
will leave the hair fluffy and apparently 
clean; and as some of the printed directions 
say: ‘The hair does not need washing after- 
ward.’ Unfortunately those dyes, after be- 
ing exposed to the light for some time, will 
give to the dyed hair a bluish-red (purplish) 
hue, besides they will cause, under certain 
circumstances, irritation or swelling of the 
eyes and forehead. 

“Of vegetable dyes we have only one, and 
that is henna leaves, imported from Egypt, 
mostly used in a powdered state, and made 
into a paste with water. There are lots of 
preparations sold under the disguise of hen- 
na which have nothing in common with it. 
The henna-pack, as the application of henna 
is commonly called, has to be left on the 
hair a certain length of time, and can he 
used on very dark hair only, if it is desired 
to give a reddish glint to the hair. On white 
or gray hair ſt cannot be used, because it 
will give to the hair an unnatural brick or 
pinkish color. The color produced with hen- 
na is a purplish red, while natural red hair 
is always of a yellowish red. And, be it 
mentioned right here, that white hair never 
should be dyed red, as you will never see 
natural red hair on an elderly lady. The 
most vivid red hair turns to brown at the 


sition is an ‘aniline-dye’ with some henna 
as camouflage; this is done because many 
ladies will use ‘henna’ on their hair while 
they would not think of using a hair-dye. 
Those dyes have to be applied as hot as pos- 
hible, which, of course, is not very pleasant 
and a blistered scalp is not very unfrequent; 
besides, repeated applications will often 
cause the hair to break at the ends. 

“Decoctions made from sage-tea, walnut, 
etc. cannot be considered as hair-dyes, be- 
cause they do not possess sufficient coloring 
power to be used alone, and are mostly used 
as a disguise for the actual dyestuff con- 
tained. 


“Mineral dyes are made from a silver, 
copper, iron or nickel base. Lead also has 
deen used, but being very poisonous, the 
manufacture of hair-dyes containing lead 
has been prohibited. Mineral dyes are most-

any object it is brought in contact with, if 
exposed to the light for some time, this be- 
ing the damental principle of photog- 
raphy. If white hair is moistened with the 
liquid it will darken to a muddy-looking yel- 
low if exposed to the light. Most of these 
so-called hair tonics which are advertised to 
restore the color of the hair if applied ‘once 
or twice a week’ have nitrate of silver as a 
base. If used as a dye with a mordant it 
will darken the hair to a grayish-green, the 
same stain yéu produce on a silver spoon 
when used to eat eggs and left exposed to 
the light for some time without washing. 
The spoon will get dark where it has come 
in contact with the egg. It is caused by a 
chemical reaction of the sulphur contained 
in the egg on the silver. Hair dyed with 
nitrate of silver feels harsh to the touch. 


“Sulphur has been used to some extent in 
connection with silver salt dyes, but was 
abandoned on account of its nasty smell 
and of its insolubility. 

Halr-dyes made from a copver base are 
generally placed on the market in two bot- 
tles, one of them being of a blue color, and 
the treatment consists of two separate appli- 
cations. The color produced on white hair 
comes neurest to the color of the natural 
hair, and those dyes have none of the disad- 
vantages of the aforementioned prepara- 
tions, The hair will be glossy and soft if 
some lemon juice is used in the last rinsing 
water in washing the hair after it has been 
dyed. Frequent washings will not fade the 
color of the dyed hair, and the iron and tan- 
nin contained in those preparations, in fact, 
will act beneficially on the growth of the 


dyed. If the hair is dyed as dark as it was 
before it got gray, it will never look natural, 
but severe and harsh, unless the face is 
made up accordingly, that is, painted. 

“The same kind of dye, used on different 
kinds of hair, will produce a different color 
in each ease. Coarse hair will absorb less 
of the coloring matter than fine hair, and a 
preparation, which will dye fine hair a dark 
brown, will darken coarse hair only to 4 
medium brown; again, hair which has been 
bleached with peroxide, will absorb twice 
as much of the coloring matter and a light 
brown. 


“Peroxide will lighten natural hair, but trial pa 


will darken hair which has been dyed pre- 


viously, and many a lady’s hair has been 
ruined by trying to remove hair dye with 


solvent, be lightened considerably. Unfor- 
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drugs should have been given as the proper 


reason. 

“The statements very often found in ad- 
vertisements, ‘Hair-dyes without chemicals’, 
is an absolute absurdity, as any layman 
knows that even plain water contains chemi- 
cal matter, as sulphur, alkali, fron, etc.”

But as I put the seript down I knew 
that Hastings was right. It was good: 
thundering good. I don't say that it was a 
masterpiece, but it was a play which anyone 
would have thankfully accepted on the spot 
and asked for more of the same kind. It 
was dramatic, it was tense, and it had 
plenty of action. I don't propose to tell you 
all the plot; it would only bore you. But to 
make what follows clear I must give you 
a brief outline of the end of the play—the 
bit that led up to the missing line. The situ- 
ation was that the lady’s husband, and the 
man whom the husband had strongly sus- 
pected of being on rather more than mere 
calling terms with his wife, occupied the 
stage.

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HE Mother Goose rhymes would be per 
fect if they were complete, The trouble 
with them is that they overdo suspense, They 
work you up to a high pitch of excitement 
by creating a tense situation, and then leave 
you flat. None of them ever finish the job. 
This may be because they sold so fast, 
wher they were written, that the authors 
were always taking orders for new ones, 
and so had no time to complete those they 
had already written. 

I am not gifted as a writer of nursery 
rhymes. Those which I have attempted to 
write never seemed to achieve any popu- 
larity, even with my own children. But, in 
common with everybody else in the worfd, 
4 tell authors how to improve their 

, and make helpful suggestions to them 
Of course it is too late to do much for the 
nursery rhymers, because most of them are 
probably dead by this time. But if they 
were here they might profit by adding, in 
rhyme, of course, the sequels, which, lack- 
ing inspiration I am forced to supply in 
prose. For example:

In the first place I for one have always 
wondered why Jack and Jill jointly or sever- 
ally should go up a hill to get a pail of wa- 
ter.

But undoubtedly the instant the story got 
into the afternoon papers she was visited 
by a sob writer from one of the tabloids, 
and asked to write a signed story, telling 
how she first met Jack, whether or not she 
was known to him as Peaches, and how it 
feela to fall down a hill. When she had 
written and signed the story, receiving a 
large sum of money for it, it was written 
so as to make it evident that Jack, having 
promised to marry her, without the advice 
and consent of his wife, had found that he 
didn’t love her any more and took this 
means of disposing of her. This would be 
followed with interviews with Jack, and 
with Jack's wife, and with Jill’s former suit- 
ors, and would be printed daily till not a 
possible detail remained unsupplied. 

Done into rhyme, either with happy or 
tragic ending, these verses, instead of being 
mere jingles, would become vital cross-sec- 
tions of life. If their authors had written 
them in that way, they would not have been 
tumbled into the oblivion which they richly 
deserve for being so sketchy about their 
characters.

I was 
working in some twenty fathoms 
of water (a hundred and twenty 
feet) where something struck the 
corner of the diving-bell and then 
glanced off. The force of the 
blow was enough to rock me on 
my stool and upset my tubes of 
paint, and it brought me suddenly 
to my bed, whereupon I bumped 
my head on the low roof, which in 
the excitement of the moment I 
had forgotten. My first thought 
was of a submarine earthquake; 
my second that a boulder had fallen from 
one of the high, overhanging cliffs. My 
third guess hit the real target, for just then 
the largest man-eating shark I have ever 


seen passed within a foot of the window 


directly in front of me! 

This great brute must have been at least 
twenty, feet long, though at the moment he 
seemed forty to me from the time he took 
to pass the window. Shooting away beyond 
my vision, he turned and came back again, 
once more rubbing the corner of the diving- 
bell and sett it recking. 

It must be remembered that at this depth, 
owing to the buoyancy of the water, the 
diving-bell, or any other object, $s propor- 
tionately much less heavy than it would be 
in the open air on land.

One adventure, which came near costing 
me. not only my diving-bell but my life, hap- 
pened to me off the Lower California Coast, 
at a particularly wild part of that lonely 
shore line.
